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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to the argument of the present 
invention includes the capability to operate according to the first situation on page 6, lines 5-11, and according to the second situation on 
page 6, lines 12-18, the Examiner believes that the Applicant misinterpretes the scope of the claimed invention. 

Actually, the Applicant recites the limitations in the exemplary claim 1, such that "an obtaining unit obtaining the new address information 
of the one of the peripheral units when the determining unit determines that the one of the peripheral units has been replaced, and, when 
the property information read does not coincide with the property information stored in the peripheral unit manager, storing the property 
information read and the new address information of the one of the peripheral units, or, when the property information read does coincide 
with the property information stored in the peripheral unit manager, storing data being accumulated in for the peripheral unit with the new 
address information of the one of the peripheral units after setting the property information to correspond to the new address information. 
In fact, the Applicant never claims the scope of the invention such as the claimed invention includes the capability to operate according to 
the first situation and the second situation. 

In contrary to the Applicant's assertion, the scope of the claimed invention is limited to the capability to operate according to the first 
situation or (emphasis added) the second situation. Therefore, the Examiner's interpretation of the scope of the claimed invention is 
appropriate, and the claim rejections are proper, as well. 
Thus, the Applicant's argument on this point is not persuasive.
